It Ain’t Easy Being Weird 

WELCOME TO AUSTIN - ACCEPT OUR GIFT OF THE SPIRIT OF CHANGE 


At the risk of repeating myself - occu¬ 
pational hazard of longtime reporting and 
advancing age - I hope regular Chronicle 
readers bear with me if this column is writ¬ 
ten with one eye over the 
shoulder on many thousands 
of visitors in town this week 
for “Spring Festival Season.” 

That’s the grandiose term the 
city designates for Austin’s 
local version of March 
Madness, this year made 
even more frenzied by the 
Enormous State University 
at Austin decision last year to 
shift its 2019 spring break one 
week later, a change then fol¬ 
lowed by local school districts. (Predictably, 
UT officials blamed the conflict on South by 
Southwest officials, who returned the favor.) 
Today’s point being: If you think motor 
vehicle traffic (not just e-scooters) is worse 
this year, you’re probably right. 


Speaking of traffic, festival-goers have 
undoubtedly noticed that even the pedestri¬ 
an variety around and especially inside the 
Convention Center is often overwhelming 
if not downright claustro¬ 
phobic. As it happens, that 
situation opens a window 
into current city politics - 
there is significant business 
and political sentiment to 
expand the Center, as well as 
significant backlash against 
the notion - at its extremes a 
residual rejection of growth 
altogether (“Welcome to 
Austin, now go home,” is a 
popular mantra). 

More specifically, on the City Hall cook- 
stove simmers a proposal to expand the 
Center to better accommodate larger 
conventions, and in theory also create a 
more human-friendly streetscape. It’s the 
linchpin in an collection of interrelated 


efforts, dubbed by Mayor Steve Adler the 
“Downtown Puzzle,” under which tax incre¬ 
ment funding provided by the hotel indus¬ 
try (direct beneficiaries of Center expan¬ 
sion) would help address homelessness and 
a host of other Downtown problems. Right 
now the entire project is on hold - pending 
more research, a euphemism for political 
consensus - and attendees shouldn’t expect 
there will be less literal elbow-rubbing for at 
least the next couple of years. 

HERE AND ELSEWHERE 

As that conundrum suggests, at least 
in political terms, there is less literally 
weird about Austin than sometimes meets 
the brand-identification eye. The city has 
been both blessed and cursed by the recent 
decades of growth animating much of the 
South and West. In return for persistent 
prosperity and employment expansion, 
we’ve been burdened by the affordability,

equity, and mobility problems (and their 
corollaries) that are the complex inheri¬ 
tance of modernity Even as the job market 
continues to grow (Amazon passing us 
over for HQ2 evoked hardly a community 
shrug), wages for most folks have not kept 
pace with the costs of living in the central 
city That has not only driven working- 
class people (especially of color) out to the 
suburbs, and reinforced economic inequal¬ 
ity, it has exacerbated the vehicle traf¬ 
fic nightmare that strangles our major 
thoroughfares and directly undermines an 
otherwise comfortable quality of life. 

Beyond the economic and cultural impli¬ 
cations are the much larger consequenc¬ 
es of climate change - tailpipe emissions 
remain the greatest regional contributor 
to global warming, and if it weren’t for 
the prevailing winds we would regularly 
be stewing in our own gases (come July 
and August, we are). Even setting aside 
the grimmest planetary effects, if Central 
Texas cannot get a transformational grip on 
substantial, regional public transportation, 
local effects already happening - notably 
an increase in catastrophic flooding and an 
expanding floodplain - will steadily worsen. 

WALL BUILDERS 

Perhaps 2019 visitors will have noticed 
a major complicating factor only too famil¬ 
iar to Austinites: the Texas Legislature, 
our biennial reminder that Austin, and 
the state’s major cities generally, are 
considered undeserving stepchildren in 
the political calculations of a suburban 
Republican-dominated state. Efforts by 
local governments to protect the environ¬ 
ment, to support workers’ rights, to defend 
health care (especially for women), to pro¬ 
vide affordable housing, to fund public 
schools, and more are relentlessly kicked 
to the curb by a GOP caucus and leader¬ 
ship that much prefers throwing red meat 
to the base, from counterproductive “tax 
cuts” to insulating developers from afford¬ 
ability requirements to imposing absurd, 
oppressive restrictions on the rights of 
women and LGBTQ Texans. 

Meanwhile, an energetic national effort 
by the Republican Party to restrict vot¬ 
ing rights and discourage minority voters 
reached a surreal peak in recent weeks, as 
the Texas Secretary of State (amplified by 
President Trump) accused thousands of 
citizens of engaging in illegal, “noncitizen” 
voting - only to be forced to retreat a few 
days later when it became clear that the 
list of “noncitizens” was a propaganda- 
manufactured comedy of errors. For Texas 
- subject to some of the most extreme 
“voter ID” laws in the nation - this lat¬ 
est nonsense is unfortunately par for the 
political course. 

If Austinites and Texans are to change 
all this - to maintain the culturally and eco¬ 
nomically generating “weirdness” of cities 
that is the real U.S. engine of prosperity 
and freedom - we will need every last one 
of those tyranny-threatened votes. When 
you do head home, feel free to take a little 
bit of weirdness with you. ■ 


SANCHEZ OUT AT SOUTHWEST KEY 

Juan Sanchez, embattled CEO of local nonprofit 
Southwest Key, is stepping down from his post. 
Sanchez, who founded the East Austin group in 1987, 
has seen intense scrutiny for its housing of migrant 
children separated from their families under Trump’s 
zero-tolerance policy, and for program violations and 
claims of abuse across its 27 youth shelters nationwide. 

An investigation by The New York Times additionally 
found alleged financial improprieties, including possi¬ 
ble self-dealing with its top executives and stockpiling 
millions of taxpayer dollars. Sanchez, who received a 
comparatively lucrative salary compared to his non¬ 
profit counterparts, was the subject of protest, with 
organizers rallying in front of his Northwest Austin 
home last June. The nonprofit’s CFO Melody Chung 
exited last month following the Times investigation. 
Sanchez’s wife, Jennifer Nelson, remains as a top 
executive, earning $500,000 annually. 

“In consultation with Dr. Sanchez, the Board 
believes it’s time to begin a new chapter at Southwest 
Key,” said Board Chairman Orlando Martinez. “Our 
mission has never been more critical than it is today, 
and we must look carefully at what is required to 
evolve and grow as an organization.” Before starting a 
nationwide search for a permanent CEO, the group’s 
COO Joella Brooks will take over as interim CEO. 

Sanchez slammed what he considers unfair repre¬ 
sentation of his nonprofit as part of the reason for his 
exit. “Recent events have convinced me that Southwest 
Key would benefit from a fresh perspective and new 
leadership,” he said in a statement. “Widespread mis¬ 
understanding of our business and unfair criticism of 
our people has become a distraction our employees do 
not deserve. It’s time for new beginnings. I will dearly 
miss what has been my life’s work and passion for 
decades, but I can think of no better person to step 
into this role than Joella.” - Mary Tuma 


TEXAS V. DAWNNA DUKES, CONT. 

Former Austin state Rep. Dawnna Dukes has found 
herself once again outside the bounds of the state’s 
ethics rules. The Texas Ethics Commission is suing 
Dukes for failing to timely file a semiannual financial 
statement that was due last July, instead turning in the 
report this past January. The TEC seeks to collect the 
statutory maximum $10,000 in fines; if that cap didn’t 
apply, Dukes would be liable for more, as the reporting 
rules levy $500 for missing the first deadline and a 
subsequent $100 for each day the report remains 
delinquent. Dukes is far from the only officeholder (or 
former one) who owes TEC; its delinquent filer list is 
lengthy and shows other candidates and representa¬ 
tives need to pay anywhere from $500 to $20,000. 


It’s been a rough road for Dukes, who was ensnared 
in a series of ethics and financial complaints that led to 
criminal charges for abuse of office. Though those 
charges were later dropped, the 12-term Eastside 
incumbent lost her seat in the March 2018 primary and 
has laid low since, only coming up to file a lawsuit 
against the Austin American-Statesman, Travis County 
District Attorney Margaret Moore, and three of her 
former aides (who were witnesses in the criminal case) 
for some $7.8 million in compensatory damages for 
“conspiring” to defame her. Dukes, who is not an 
attorney, has represented herself in the suit; according 
to the Statesman, she has not paid for the suit to be 
served to the defendants, and it thus remains pending.

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ECKHARDT BRAGS, WORRIES A BIT 

Travis County Judge Sarah Eckhardt began her 
“State of the County” address in lighthearted fashion, 
looking backward over her tenure and forward to four 
more years of “fresh, local public service, served hot 
daily” Considering the political atmosphere elsewhere 
- a “divided” world, country, and state - Travis County, 
she said, “keeps going,” serving “the common good” 
by finding “common ground” while treating each other 
with “common decency.” 

The alliteration didn’t persist as Eckhardt indulged 
in fairly predictable boosterism. After congratulating a 
trio of solid citizens, she cited local prosperity, a grow¬ 
ing tax base that enabled a lower tax rate, and praised 
in turn her Commissioners Court colleagues for particu¬ 
lar accomplishments: Gerald Daugherty for his fiscal 
prudence, Brigid Shea for environmental stewardship 
(“We will not waver in protecting our critters”), 
Margaret Gomez for her work with Central Health. 

For more general accomplishments, she cited the 
recently opened Sobering Center (reportedly doing 
bang-up business during SXSW), courts and jail “dash¬ 
board” tracking, and the Jail Population Monitoring 
Group, which has helped deliver a 28% decrease in 
custodial bookings at the Travis County Jail over the 
last five years. 

The county judge said she’s looking for more of the 
same going forward. The county’s 2017 bond projects 
are ramping up, as is planning for more regional transit 
options, via the Central Texas Regional Mobility 
Authority (with Eckhardt urging Hays County be 
joined to the current two-county agency). The Travis 
Flats affordable housing complex is planned for the 
county’s North Campus on Airport Boulevard, and a 


new civil and family courthouse is slated for comple¬ 
tion at 17th and Guadalupe (former site of the Dog and 
Duck Pub) by the end of 2022. She also credited Com¬ 
missioner Jeff Travillion for pursuing redevelopment 
of the Travis County Exposition Center as “a major 
entertainment, employment, and residential hub.” 

There were less optimistic notes as well. On criminal 
justice, Eckhardt is “deeply disappointed that we didn’t 
merge felony and misdemeanor jurisdiction into one 
office,” as proposed by District Attorney Margaret 
Moore and County Attorney David Escamilla but dis¬ 
posed of by the Commissioners Court. On the current 
gridlock over indigent defense - including a public 
defender’s office - she sees significant progress 
ahead; on Thursday, March 7, the Texas Indigent 
Defense Commission gave Travis County a two-month 
extension to resolve its disagreements. Eckhardt did 
commend a steady reduction in both misdemeanor and 
felony prosecutions, and despite steadily upgrading 
the county jail, noted, “We have not increased the 
capacity of our jail in over 10 years and we don’t plan 
to.” Major ongoing problem projects include fixing the 
years-long collapse of city-county forensic evidence 
management, and she insisted, “Future forensic evi¬ 
dence should be managed by forensic scientists... with 
allegiance only to sound science.” 

In the speech and responding to questions, Eckhardt 
also spotlighted the issue of climate change, citing 
regional transportation/mass transit efforts as well as 
risk planning. She also exhorted her listeners to sup¬ 
port an accurate and complete 2020 census, “and 
make your voice heard by voting in 2020.”

GOP Speech Bill Sides 
With Alt-right Activists 

A GOP-backed bill that would compel Texas 
universities to protect “expression” on campus 
passed the Texas Senate State Affairs Commit¬ 
tee this Monday, March 11. Senate Bill 18 by 
state Sen. Joan Huffman, R-Houston, would 
punish faculty, students, and student groups 
deemed to interfere with free speech, includ¬ 
ing blocking speakers from coming to campus. 

The bill allows members of the university com¬ 
munity to “spontaneously and contemporane¬ 
ously assemble or distribute written material” 
without a permit or other permission from the 
institution. “College students need to be 
exposed to all ideas. I don’t care how liberal or 
conservative they are. Sometimes we feel 
offended by what someone else says. That’s 
just too bad in my book,” said Huffman. 

Making clear whose side was being taken, state 
Sen. Jane Nelson, R-Flower Mound, said she 
remembered when the “other end of the 
[political] spectrum was concerned” with this. 

SB 18 comes after waves of bigoted and fas¬ 
cist literature have washed over Texas campus¬ 
es since 2016, when a group called American 
Vanguard put up white supremacist posters at 
Texas State University in San Marcos with calls 
to “imagine an America without Muslims.” 

Similar incidents happened at Rice, SMU, North 
Texas, and UT-Dallas, and in August 2017, Texas 
A&M University canceled a rally featuring neo- 
Nazi Richard Spencer scheduled for Sept. 11, 
citing safety concerns. Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick responded to the string of alt-right provocations with a Senate hearing 
to “ascertain any restrictions on Freedom of Speech rights that Texas students face in expressing their views on 
campus along with freedoms of the press, religion, and assembly.” - M.T.

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Before the Flood 


COUNCIL PUZZLES OVER AVENUE D VARIANCE 


City Council spent about an hour on Thursday, March 7, 
working on whether to approve a floodplain variance for a 
house at 4515 Avenue D. Sitting in the 25- and 100-year 
floodplains of upper Waller Creek, the house has experi¬ 
enced flooding as recently as 2004. The owners would like to 
replace the existing structure with a larger home on a pier 
and beam foundation about two and a half feet off the 
ground, which would help mitigate its own flooding risk 
without increasing the risk for its neighbors near Hyde Park. 

This prompted deja vu for Council Member Kathie Tovo, 
who recalled that a similar variance had been requested, 
and denied, once before for this very same home (located in 
her District 9). City Floodplain Administrator Kevin Shunk 


admitted that an applicant asking to expand property in a 
floodplain like this would typically be denied, as it had 
been. However, a new National Weather Service historical 
rainfall study, known as Atlas 14, has since changed the 
way experts view flood risk in the city - it’s much higher 
than we’ve previously thought. 

The Watershed Protection Department has drafted new 
citywide floodplain rules based on Atlas 14 that are ready for 
board and commission review and then for consideration by 
Council. Those rules could allow cases like Avenue D to be 
approved administratively; but for now, they go to Council, 
and both the dais and the staff had some trepidation. Since 
the building currently lacks safe access to the street during

a flood event and the new one will decrease that flood risk, 
staff recommends approval, breaking from precedent. 

Mayor Pro Tern Delia Garza expressed concern that 
Council might approve this variance and then find itself 
having to pay for that new, larger house in a buyout down 
the line. On the flip side, said CM Greg Casar, “In the 
future, this may very well not be a variance [but] what we 
actually want to see happen, which is to see private invest¬ 
ment reduce flooding, even in small ways.” Shunk agreed. 

This was not enough to sway eight members to vote to 
approve on all three readings, so it’ll come back again after 
a 6-5 vote in favor. Don’t hold your breath, homeowners on 
Avenue D. (Or maybe now would be a good time to practice.) 

IN OTHER ACTION 

The March 7 meeting also included a couple of wonky 
discussions on bonds: one on the city’s own 2018 bond 
dollars, and another on whether to endorse the Velocity 
Crossing Public Improvement District in Del Valle, 
approved by Travis County. CM Alison Alter attempted to 
insert language that would’ve told the county that Council 
wouldn’t be supportive of any more PIDs until the city com¬ 
pleted the overhaul of its own policy. That action wasn’t 
listed on the agenda, as the mayor pointed out, so it couldn’t 
be included. 

Council also resolved issues surrounding the first appro¬ 
priation of funds from the recently adopted 2018 bond 
package. This $151 million tranche includes $42 million for 
affordable housing (of the $250 million approved in 
Proposition A); $61 million for flood mitigation, open space, 
and water quality protection (of the $184 million approved 
in Prop D); and $1.6 million for fire station improvements 
(of the $13 million included for that purpose in Prop F), 
among others. The dais also ultimately approved, after 
some questioning, CM Ann Kitchen’s plan for the creative 
arts sector to propose uses for up to the full $12 million 
voters approved for “creative spaces” in Prop B. 

The Town Lake Circle rezoning case didn’t come back up 
for discussion on Thursday; after passing it on first reading 
the prior week, Council received an email from the current 
apartments’ tenants association asking for postponement. 
The developer agreed to the delay and is reportedly going to 
meet with the association between now and Council’s next 
regular meeting on March 28. - Nina Hernandez 


PRESSLEY TROLLS COUNTY CLERK IN REAL TIME 


Last week, election nemesis Laura Press- 
ley issued another salvo over Travis County 
voting procedures. In a press release, Press- 
ley described an official briefing on the coun¬ 
ty’s new Election Systems & Software 
voting system, which enables both computer 
tabulation and printed paper ballots for 
immediate verification and potential recounts. 

Pressley claimed that Travis County Clerk 
Dana DeBeauvoir refused to answer ques¬ 
tions from election judge Ray Marr, who 
wanted to know, “How will your office unique¬ 
ly number the ballots according to the Texas 
Constitution Article 4 Section 6 [sic: appar¬ 
ently an error for Article 6, Sec. 4], and the 
Texas Election Code 52.062?” This “ballot 
numbering” claim formed a key element of 
Pressley’s prolonged legal travails to overturn 
her 2014 City Council defeat by Greg Casar, 
whose 2016 re-election led the Texas 


Supreme Court in January to (finally) 
declare the whole case moot. 

According to Pressley, “the Clerk” (she 
does not name DeBeauvoir) told Marr, “We’re 
here to do show-and-tell [of the new system] 
and not going to answer those questions.” 
Commented Pressley, “What we have is the 
same Clerk, the same intention to operate 
with bad unconstitutional and illegal behav¬ 
iors, just a different trailer park election with 
a new, $9M set of voting equipment.” (It is 
unclear what this “trailer park” metaphor 
refers to.) 

DeBeauvoir offers a different version of the 
exchange. The purpose of the meeting was 
to introduce the new system to some 250 
election judges, she told the Chronicle, not 
to relitigate Pressley’s “discredited theories.” 
When Marr (encouraged by Pressley, attend¬ 
ing as a “guest”) tried to do otherwise, “I did 
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stop him. We welcomed questions about the 
new system, but when she tries to hijack 
these meetings, to make them about her 
theories and her fundraising ... she’s going 
to continue to be disappointed in me.” 

In Pressley’s telling, she “prevailed” at the 
Supreme Court because its ruling withdrew 
the substantial fines levied against her by 
lower courts for claims the TSC decided were 


not actually “frivolous” on their face. That 
leniency has apparently emboldened serial lit¬ 
igant Pressley, who warned: “It does look like 
Travis County is cruising for another lawsuit.” 
A subsequent press release (issued March 
11 by Andy Hogue, also the spokesman 
for the Travis County Republican Party) 
claimed Casar now owes Pressley $18,000 
in court costs; according to the official “Bill 
of Costs” issued by the Supreme Court, the 
actual total is $255. 

Not everyone is as credulous as the Texas 
Supreme Court. As reported by Peter Mont¬ 
gomery of Right Wing Watch on March 6, a 
panel at the recent Conservative Political 
Action Conference reiterated long-debunked 
GOP claims of widespread voter fraud and 
excoriated Democratic attempts to protect 
voting rights. Asked about Pressley’s endless 
election challenges, however, conservative 
journalist John Fund responded that Pressley 
has an “overactive imagination.”

“Born Alive” Bills Filed 

LATEST RIGHT-WING MORAL PANIC HITS TEXAS 



On Thursday, March 7, Rep. Jeff Leach, 
R-Plano, and Sen. Lois Kolkhorst, R-Brenham, 
introduced their “Texas Born-Alive Infant 
Protection Act” in a Capitol press conference. Their 
companion bills (House Bill 16 and Senate Bill 23) 
seek to ensure that an abortion doctor “exercises 
the same degree of professional skill, care, and 
diligence to preserve the life and 
health of the child” for any baby 
born alive after a failed abortion. 

“The Texas Legislature cannot and 
will not remain silent,” said Leach. 

“A baby who survives an abortion 
deserves the full protection of the 
law and the highest standards of 
medical care.” Offending doctors 
could face a lawsuit and a civil pen¬ 
alty of at least $10,000. 

The bills piggyback off the 
national GOP’s current fervor over the nonexis¬ 
tent plagues of “late-term abortions” and “infanti¬ 
cide.” A New York state law passed in January 
allows abortion after 24 weeks if a physician deter¬ 
mines that the woman’s health or life is at risk, or 
if the fetus is nonviable. President Trump turned 
this into a charge that Democrats are attempting 
to “execute babies” - bungling the facts and claim¬ 
ing the law legalized abortion until the moment of 
birth. (Responding to a similar bill filed in his 


state, Virginia Gov. Ralph Northam, a pediatric 
neurologist, described what actually happens 
when a nonviable fetus is born, which provoked 
the political blowback that took an unexpected 
turn into blackface and beyond.) A bill similar to 
the Texas legislation was filed in the U.S. Senate 
in late February but didn’t pass, which only 
emboldened anti-choice legislators 
here. “The U.S. Congress failed to 
protect these babies born after a 
failed abortion, but we are going to 
do what is right, in a Texas way,” 
said Kolkhorst. 

In the real world, a 2002 federal 
law already extends legal protec¬ 
tion to infants alive after abortion, 
and since Leach, Kolkhorst, and 
their colleagues banned abortion 
after 20 weeks in 2013, late-term 
abortion is exceedingly rare in Texas. Nationally, 
just 1.3% of abortions occur at or after 21 weeks, 
according to federal health data. Those are almost 
always when a fetus has a fatal condition or a 
mother’s life is in jeopardy. 

“Contrary to the popular narrative we’ve been 
hearing this session about legislators focusing on 
the kitchen table issues Texans care about, 
Kolkhorst’s and Leach’s bills prove to us that the 
extremist lawmakers are hellbent on using abortion 
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as a political wedge issue, even if it means 
promoting lies,” said NARAL Pro-Choice 
Texas Executive Director Aimee Arrambide. 
“Its true intent is to intimidate abortion pro¬ 
viders, interfere in the patient-doctor rela¬ 
tionship, and create an even more hostile 
environment for doctors to provide care in.” 

Despite strenuous efforts to stigmatize 
and criminalize later abortions, Texas 
Republicans’ gamut of anti-choice laws has 
effectively increased their frequency. The 


UT-based Texas Policy Evaluation Project 

(TxPEP), which documents the often nega¬ 
tive impact of Texas abortion laws, released 
a study this week showing that 2013’s HB 2 
has (as intended) hindered women’s ability 
to seek abortion care - and thus increased 
the number of second-trimester abortions. 
The various provisions of HB 2, some of 
which have since been invalidated by the 
U.S. Supreme Court, led to the closing of 
about half of Texas’ abortion clinics. With

fewer providers, increased distances, and 
longer wait times, second-trimester abor¬ 
tions increased 13% even as total abortions 
declined by 18%. Women received abortion 
care one week later, on average, after HB 2 
took effect. “Those who support reducing 
the number of later abortions should also 
support eliminating these unnecessary and 
burdensome restrictions,” said TxPEP 
researcher Dr. Daniel Grossman. 

Abortion in the second trimester is gener¬ 
ally safe, but the risk of complications (and 
increased costs) grows in later stages of 
pregnancy, says Dr. Kari White, a health 
care professor and study researcher. “The 
kinds of restrictions and obstacles that poli¬ 
ticians who oppose abortion place on 
women are actually contributing to women 
having abortions later in pregnancy,” White 
tells us. “That shows that these laws are not 
concerned with the health and safety of 
women and their families.” - Mary Tuma 


Skepticism Remains on Lanier Renaming 


Following a contentious discussion about renaming Lanier High 
School at the March 5 Austin ISD Board of Trustees meeting, sev¬ 
eral trustees met with teachers and students on Monday, March 11, 
to hear arguments for and against renaming the North Austin cam¬ 
pus. The meeting was organized by District 3 Trustee Ann Teich, who 
represents Lanier, as a “listening session” for her colleagues to hear 
the skepticism that she and the school community have shared since 
the Confederate names controversy hit the district in 2015. 

Trustees Amber Elenz, Kristin Ashy, Arati Singh, and Cindy 
Anderson heard from staff and students, a majority of whom favor 
simply dropping “Sidney” from the school’s almost-never-used-anyway 
full name that honors the “poet laureate of the Confederacy,” and 
thus saving the cost of a name change. Pointing to needs such as 
missing doors in the boys’ bathroom stalls, they told the trustees 
they’d rather direct spending there; while the district has estimated 
a $77,000 cost for renaming a high school, others have suggested 
it will be much higher. To alleviate those concerns, the school board 
has asked the Austin Ed Fund to accept restricted donations to help 
pay for campus name changes. 

One student who attended the meeting, Sandy Romero, said 
AISD “should be focused” on investing in resources that “could 
make the school better,” and implied the district may have over¬ 
reacted to the nationwide movement to remove Confederate monu¬ 
ments from public spaces. Lanier’s student council president, Litzy 
Rodriguez, echoed others who noted students don’t identify with 
the school’s namesake, but with the school community. “We are not 
represented by Sidney Lanier; we represent us,” Rodriguez said. “We 
are not him, we are us.” 

There appear to be enough votes on the board to rename Lanier 
(previous renamings passed easily), but trustees would like to abide 
by their unwritten rule that items exclusively affecting one campus 
be brought forward by the trustee representing that school. And Teich 
reiterated her refusal to do so until she knows “what the faculty and 
students at Lanier want me to do.” Interviews with several trustees 



reflect exasperation over the lengthy process, but they recognize 
the sensitivity of the issue and are following Teich’s lead, waiting for 
consensus from the Lanier community. 

But District 7 Trustee Yasmin Wagner did not mince words in 
expressing her frustration at the March 5 meeting, saying she was 
“sitting with an intense feeling of disappointment with this board.” 
Wagner pointed out that a supermajority of the board had voted to 
rename five other AISD schools, yet “we sit wringing our hands, want¬ 
ing to go back and rehash the same conversations ... in hopes of 
getting a different result. It is intensely unfair to the Lanier community 
that we have been sitting on this for 13 months.” - Austin Sanders

Painful splits along the way to stopping sexual assault

In the quest to find justice for local rape 
survivors, advocate Ana Rodriguez DeFrates 
told the Austin City Council on Jan. 31 that 
the last few years have felt like “we’re put¬ 
ting out fires one by one.” Dozens of speak¬ 
ers that evening agreed with her as they 
urged the adoption of Council Member 
Alison Alter’s resolution - which passed 
unanimously - to initiate a comprehensive 
third-party audit of how the Austin Police 
Department has handled the last seven 
years of sexual assault cases. 

Both advocates like DeFrates, co-founder 
of the Survivor Justice Project, and APD, 
according to Police Chief Brian Manley, 
hope this review will uncover root causes 
for those repeated crises, from numerous 
failures leading to the closing of the APD 
crime lab, to an enormous backlog of 
untested rape kits, to a troubling rate of 
mistakenly cleared assault cases. But the 
issues plaguing survivors of sexual assault 
in Austin extend beyond APD. 

Largely unknown to the broader public, 
the Austin/Travis County Sexual Assault 
Response and Resource Team (SARRT) has, 
since 1992, been the hub of coordination 
among the many agencies that respond to 
these crimes. Over the years, the SARRT 
has moved the local needle toward a more 
survivor-centric system and has been recog¬ 
nized for its efforts by advocates that include 
Human Rights Watch. The team led efforts 
to open Eloise House on the SAFE campus 
(the city’s primary shelter and service center 
for survivors of sexual assault and domestic 
violence) in 2015; as of last October, Eloise 
House has served over 2,000 survivors, col¬ 
lecting about 90% of all local sexual assault 
forensic exams (also known as “rape kits”). 

In 2018, the SARRT’s Community Needs 
Assessment found that every aspect of 
Austin and Travis County’s response sys¬ 



tem is under-resourced, but SARRT has 
succeeded by optimizing the work of its 
many partner agencies. “The only way that 
any community is successful in targeting 
sexual violence is a coordinated community 
response,” explained SARRT co-chair and 
former APD Sergeant Liz Donegan to the 
Chronicle earlier this year. Donegan, who’s 
been part of the SARRT on and off for most 
of its existence, elaborated: “You need to 
have this team to deal with all the issues 
within sexual assault that we don’t see in 
other crime types: You have to try and keep 
victims in the system, and supported and 
believed. You need really bright cops and 
prosecutors who understand these crimes 
in order to be successful.” 

As recently as 2017, when the SARRT 
renewed its Cooperative Working Agree¬ 
ment, partnered agencies included APD, 
SAFE, Seton Healthcare Family, the Travis 
County Sheriff’s Office, Texas Legal 
Services Center, and the Travis County 
District Attorney’s Office. But all that 
changed in the summer of 2017. Just as the 
city and community were again seeing the 
benefits of collaboration and a focus on sur¬ 
vivor justice, the system to deliver those 
benefits became in danger of falling apart. 

REACHING THE BREAKING POINT 

The trouble began shortly after the July 
2017 revelation that “a mold-like substance” 
had been found on the outside of 849 untest¬ 
ed rape kits stored in APD’s evidence ware¬ 
house - part of the backlog of more than 
4,000 kits that had amassed since the shut¬ 
tering, amid scandal, of APD’s forensic lab 
the prior year. This was a breaking point for 
the SARRT, whose co-chairs at the time, 
Emily LeBlanc and Dana Nelson, authored 
a heated letter to Assistant City Manager 
Rey Arellano and Justice & Public Safety 



County Executive Roger Jefferies (both of 
whom oversee public safety) expressing 
their frustrations with APD and the D.A.’s 
Office. That letter called the backlog a 
symptom of a diseased “system that con¬ 
dones rape and does not hold perpetrators, 
or itself, accountable.” 

Though D.A. Margaret Moore and Chief 
Manley are both named in the letter, 
LeBlanc told the Chronicle at the time that 
the letter was not intended to hurt feelings, 
but to ensure that the SARRT was involved 
in conversations about 
the ongoing forensic lab 
crisis. But the fallout was 
immediate. Moore, only 
seven months into her 
term, pulled her prosecu¬ 
tors out of the SARRT. 

Manley followed suit: 

After what he says was 
about a decade of work¬ 
ing on the team, his 
sworn officers stopped 
attending meetings. 

While negative attention nationally and 
locally has focused largely on APD, survi¬ 
vors and advocates have mounting frustra¬ 
tions with the D.A.’s Office as well. Both 
Moore and her predecessor Rosemary 
Lehmberg are named in a class-action suit 
filed in federal court last August by eight 
local survivors of sexual assault. That law¬ 
suit claims that systemic failures within 
Austin and Travis County law enforcement, 
including the D.A., have harmed women 
rape survivors, led to gender-based inequi¬ 
table treatment of these women, and violat¬ 
ed their Fourth and Fifth Amendment rights. 

Moore’s office stands accused of failing to 
prosecute cases lacking severe physical 
injury. According to the suit - and confirmed 
by Assistant County Attorney Tony Nelson 
during the defendants’ motion-to-dismiss 
hearing in December - the D.A. prosecuted 
only one rape case out of approximately 
1,000 sexual assault allegations made locally 
in 2017. The suit also claims that Moore, 


since leaving the SARRT, has “steadfastly 
fought to exclude subject-matter experts 
who had been critical of the D.A.’s Office.” 

In the suit, the plaintiffs cite Moore’s com¬ 
ments (on tape) at a 2018 Circle C Area 
Democrats meeting. As stated in the filing, 
Moore argued that “nonconsensual sexual 
‘incidents’ involving acquaintances of female 
victims are really better characterized as ‘trau¬ 
matic occurrences’ that do not rise to the level 
of sexual assault. ... During the same meet¬ 
ing, D.A. Moore stated her belief that rapes 
involving victims who 
had consumed alcohol or 
drugs are generally not 
prosecutable as criminal 
acts, either.” 

In a January interview 
for this story, Moore did 
not directly discuss with 
the Chronicle the lawsuit 
or any of the allegations 
made therein. The D.A. 
said her office actually 
prosecuted 79 cases (rath¬ 
er than one) in 2017 in “one way or another. ... 
I consider it prosecuted if we take it into 
grand jury, even if it didn’t show up on a court 
docket.” Last year, Moore’s office took nine 
cases to trial (although Nelson said 10 at the 
December hearing). 

Moore asserts that she has to prove 
beyond reasonable doubt that perpetrators 
acted within the Texas Penal Code’s defini¬ 
tion of adult sexual assault (Sec. 22.011), 
which requires penetration without the con¬ 
sent of the victim and which suggests that a 
victim has to either fight back, be coerced, 
or be incapacitated to establish lack of con¬ 
sent. “Which is more than, ‘Hey, I don’t 
want to do this,”’ she said. “So therein lies a 
world of factual circumstance that we have 
to examine to see what, would we tell a jury, 
was the force or coercion that was used to 
overcome the resistance of the victim.” 

Juries, Moore says, often want more evi¬ 
dence to be convinced. “It does get to be

pretty grim. And you will go home and tell 
your daughter: ‘Don’t ever go down to Sixth 
Street and get drunk. Don’t get in that car.’ 
So that’s what we’re up against.” 

SARRT co-chair Donegan, however, argues 
that nothing will change if the D.A. doesn’t 
take these cases to court - “even if we lose. 
We’re not going to change the community’s 
lack of understanding [if we] keep blaming 
juries. ... If you kept bringing [these cases] 
forward, you’d educate your grand jury.” 

“Ugly” is the word Moore used to describe 
the now-infamous letter from the former 
SARRT co-chairs (who stepped down amid 
the controversy) during the same January 
interview, in her office at the new Ronald 
Earle Building. “That’s the only word. It was 
highly offensive and, frankly, hugely detri¬ 
mental to any kind of collaborative atmo¬ 
sphere.” But Moore also says she realized 
that collaboration between law enforcement 
and victim advocates was still needed in 
Travis County. So she formed her own team. 

“YOU’VE GOT TO TEST THE LAW” 

In September 2017, Moore brought 
together Manley, Travis County Sheriff 
Sally Hernandez, Pflugerville Police Chief 
Jessica Robledo, UT Police Chief David 
Carter, and Lakeway Police Chief Todd 
Radford to discuss the creation of the 
Interagency Sexual Assault Team, or ISAT. 
Together with SAFE - the only representa¬ 
tive of advocates, Eloise House, and the 
county’s Sexual Assault Nurse Examiners - 
and the Texas Department of Public Safe¬ 
ty’s Capital Area DNA Lab, ISAT’s executive 
committee signed a memorandum of under¬ 
standing the following month. The team’s 
mission: to increase the effectiveness of the 
county’s “response, investigation, and pros¬ 
ecution of adult sexual assaults and to 
ensure that victim needs are being met.” 
The executive committee meets quarterly, 
Moore says, and the ISAT “worker bees” 
from the member agencies meet monthly. 

Among several current ISAT projects is a 
data work group to identify where rape cases 


fall out of the justice system, and why. Moore 
insists that current data about sexual assault 
complaints, cases, and prosecutions are 
“highly unreliable for many different rea¬ 
sons.” When asked to elaborate, she added 
that the reporting that’s happening “is not 
uniform, and it is often fraught with flaws. We 
can just tell you that.” To address this, she 
said, the ISAT began a “yearlong process” of 
discussing how terms are used between agen¬ 
cies and even “from detective to detective,” 
working toward a countywide agreement on 
“what these terms are going to mean.” 

The ISAT also launched its own review of 
rape cases - from reporting to disposition - 
to identify “effectiveness of current pro¬ 
cesses/protocols; gaps and successes; victim 
centeredness of our processes; and recom- q. 
mendations for enhancing our systemic “ 
responses and interventions,” as described “ 
in materials provided to the city’s Public | 
Safety Commission. Using the cases brought g 
to jury trial in 2018, prosecutors present the o 
cases to ISAT with feedback from jurors i 
and highlight possible roadblocks. “Trials 
are our bottom line,” Moore told the 
Chronicle. “You’ve got to test the law against 
what the community is really going to do.” 

The ISAT also aims to use survivor 
feedback to figure out why 40% of cases do 
not reach jury trial due to “victim partici¬ 
pation issues.” Moore pointed to the “wide 
range of reasons why victims drop out” 
and said, “We can address it anecdotally, 
but we don’t have a good tool to tell you: 

‘Is there some way you can do this bet¬ 
ter?”’ The D.A. emphasized that these “are 
not discussions that can take place in pub¬ 
lic; they’re very invasive of the privacy of 
the victims. It has to be done in a very 
trusting environment.” 

Moore notes that the SARRT’s member¬ 
ship is too large to have those confidential 
conversations, but in any event, her rela¬ 
tionship with the team may be beyond 
repair. Moore insists the connection between 
the survivors’ lawsuit and the SARRT is 
“known and obvious”; participating SARRT 
agencies have provided services to some of 


the plaintiffs. Once the lawsuit is resolved, 
however, Moore says she’d be open to dis¬ 
cussing “what value” SARRT would “bring 
to us that would justify us taking taxpayer 
resources to participate.” 

The SARRT has to “figure out what they 
are and what they’re trying to do,” the D.A. 
said. “If they want to be a victim advocacy 
attack organization, go for it. Tell the com¬ 
munity the whole victim perspective. But let 
the participants in the system have collabo¬ 
ration that leads to better practices, better 
communication, and hopefully better cases.” 

DIFFICULT DISCUSSIONS FOR ALL 

Both ISAT and SARRT presented at the 
February 4 Public Safety Commission meet¬ 
ing, prompting one of the biggest turnouts 
in recent memory. After the presentations 
concluded, Commissioner Daniela Nunez 
expressed the public and private views of 
many: “What really struck me [about 
SARRT’s presentation] was the importance 
of having those difficult conversations ... to 
identify these areas of conflict and address 
them together. ... I’m a little unclear about 
why ISAT formed, when there’s such a long 
history with the SARRT team and such a 
diverse list of community advocates repre¬ 
senting survivors.” Moore responded that 
“my people came back saying they didn’t 
feel safe there. For me, it was important that 
we get our job done and go on.” 

That prompted a pointed reaction from 
advocates. As Kristen Lenau, a co-founder 
of the Survivor Justice Project, explains: 
“The co-opting of the word ‘unsafe’ by insti¬ 
tutions and people in power - it’s disturbing 
and surprising. It’s dismissive and mini¬ 
mizing of the real experiences of survivors. 
There’s a difference between being uncom¬ 
fortable and unsafe.” 

Elected officials like Moore, SJP says, 
should engage “not just with peers, but with 
everyone they serve,” which is not possible 

1 when advocates other than SAFE are not at

| officials as violators of survivors’ rights. 

I SARRTs can be found all across the country, 


and SJP’s third co-founder Amanda Lewis 
mused that ISAT “sounds like another type 
of SARRT - minus the community collabo¬ 
ration and accountability for change.” 

Donegan told the Chronicle : “You can 
have two SARRT-like groups if they have 
clear roles, but they have to be communi¬ 
cating. ... We never told the D.A. not to 
come back; APD as well - we never closed 
that door. We couldn’t, with the critical roles 
those agencies play.” 

Donegan and fellow SARRT co-chair 
Neva Fernandez sent letters in February to 
both Manley and Moore, inviting them back 
to the SARRT. Moore declined, citing the 
lawsuit; Manley hasn’t responded, but told 
the Chronicle that “ISAT needs to continue 
due to confidentiality.” But he hasn’t closed 
the door to working with SARRT and feels 
it’s important for APD to maintain its rela¬ 
tionships with advocacy groups there. 

Meanwhile, Hernandez, who announced 
the Sheriff’s Office’s departure from 
SARRT during the February PSC meeting, 
is now reconsidering after conversations 
with Donegan and Fernandez. Echoing 
Moore, Hernandez pointed to a change from 
collaboration to conflict, which “takes away 
from giving survivors everything they so 
definitely need. ... [I haven’t] felt attacked, 
I’ve felt disappointed.” 

Moore, Manley, Hernandez, and SAFE co- 
CEO Kelly White are all quick to note that 
non-sworn law enforcement personnel and 
victim counselors still attend the SARRT 
meetings, but Donegan explained that the 
group needs the sworn officers and prose¬ 
cutors who are doing the work to “tell us 
what’s going on, what trends they’re seeing 
- and to be OK when having difficult dis¬ 
cussions about why a case didn’t move for¬ 
ward or when we’re not seeing the numbers 
we think we should be seeing.” 

DeFrates echoed this sentiment, noting 
that advocates also face difficult conversa¬ 
tions between one another. “We’re not going 
to pick up our toys and go home when what 
we’re working on doesn’t suit our individual 
interest. They say it’s a trust issue - and 
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maybe it is - but if you pick up your toys, 
you can’t build that trust.” Speaking as an 
individual, DeFrates said she wonders if 
only elections will fix the divide. “When 
dealing with publicly elected officials who 
openly, unapologetically refuse to engage 
with the community or handle any kind of 
criticism, then the only answer is elections. 
So I’m excited to see if there’s another 
potential district attorney out there who is 
committed to treating sexual assault [as] 
the serious matter that it is.” 

“SETTING A NEW TABLE” FOR HEALING? 

The divide between the I SAT and the 
SARRT has led to concern - and interven¬ 
tion - from Travis County Judge Sarah 
Eckhardt and former state Sen. Wendy 
Davis, who in late January launched a new 
Sexual Assault Prevention and Healing 
Workgroup. The following week, Moore 
told the Public Safety Commission she 
was counting on Eckhardt, Davis, and 
SAFE “to develop a bigger picture of the 
survivor point of view, [which] is extreme¬ 
ly critical to us to measure 
how well we’re performing.” 

Eckhardt told the Chronicle 
via email that she believes all 
the players “share common 
goals” but are “finding it diffi¬ 
cult to speak with one another 
about the challenges we face 
in reaching them.” As she told 
her Commissioners Court and 
city leaders in January, it’s 
necessary that “all sides” put 
down “our swords, exchange 
them for plowshares, and 
work together.” 

Davis - who now leads the young wom¬ 
en’s empowerment group Deeds Not Words 
and who was an active and effective advo¬ 
cate for survivors in the Senate - was invit¬ 
ed to help “set a new table,” as she and 
Eckhardt put it. Together, they want to 
facilitate the conversations they think are 
needed to bring both sides back together 
and eradicate the trauma of sexual assault. 
While Eckhardt’s January letter points to 
ISAT’s data projects as a “first task,” she 
adds, “The holders of the data are not the 
only stakeholders ... survivors and the larg¬ 
er victim advocacy community must have 
input and influence.” 


Davis tells the Chronicle she’s taking 
time to speak with as many people as pos¬ 
sible - both from the SARRT and I SAT, and 
from the legal team behind the survivors’ 
lawsuit - to “piece together everyone’s per¬ 
spectives.” She’s sensitive to the percep¬ 
tion that this new group would supplant 
work already being done. “[It’s] not an 
effort to create a separate, ongoing entity. 
What the final form will look like, I have no 
idea, and I don’t see my role as long-term 
unless others feel that’s important.” While 
Davis says the lawsuit has “put people 
back on their heels and into their corners,” 
she also insisted that everyone involved 
needs to “look very seriously” at the suit, 
which ultimately seeks a better environ¬ 
ment for rape survivors. 

Regardless of what happens in court, 
Davis said, one of her goals is to learn 
“whether we can answer what the suit calls 
for cooperatively without need for judge or 
jury to say it has to be done. No one has 
purposefully disregarded survivors, but we 
can be doing a better job, and we want 
everyone to feel welcome.” 

Echoing her optimism, 
White said that while the ten¬ 
sion has boiled over, she 
believes Austin is going to 
become a model. “We’re not 
alone in these issues,” she 
said, “but at least we’re sur¬ 
facing it and we’re turning 
the corner.” SAFE has been 
in a delicate position as the 
only participant in both the 
SARRT (whose executive 
committee includes two 
SAFE staffers) and ISAT. 
White says she asked Moore to invite other 
victim service agencies to the table, “but 
it’s also not our table.” 

Sitting in the middle has been “difficult 
to live in and be in,” White said. “We’re 
having awkward, messy convos - people 
feel bad, hurt, betrayed. Survivors feel 
revictimized. But the truth is, we’re mak¬ 
ing strides. We’ve got to find common 
ground. At this table, it’s no longer about 
who, but what.” The co-founders of SJP 
aren’t so sure; Lewis says the new group 
feels like “a way for the county to fix 
something they broke when the D.A. left 
the SARRT.” ■

Mean Time 

At the Blanton, “Kambui Olujimi: Zulu Time” shows how those in power 
make sure the world runs on their watch 


glass lighting looks as if it might have crashed down from 
Fathom the ceiling above as it adorns a rickety wooden crate rest¬ 
ing on top of two rubber inner tubes: a mishmash of useless 
junk and high-end treasure reminiscent of trash cluttering 
the curb somewhere on the Upper East Side on collection 
day. The image is disturbing and brings to mind the count¬ 
less refugees who have risked (or lost) their lives on simi¬ 
larly constructed rafts. The artist seems to be posing the 
question: Do we value the opulence represented by these 
chandeliers more than the human lives that such makeshift 
rafts so often carry to shore? 

But perhaps the most powerful artwork in this show is 
Killing Time, a collection of delicately strewn, bejeweled 

handcuffs hanging from

each wall like ascetically 
hung nooses. Feathers and 
cheap rhinestones bright¬ 
en the metal restraints, as 
long, thin strands of sil¬ 
ver and gold hang from 
each cuff. These cos¬ 
tume-jewelry handcuffs 
look downright kinky, a 
subtle nod to the “fetish¬ 
ism of commodities,” Karl 
Marx’s phrase for human¬ 
ity’s obsession with mate¬ 
rial objects regardless of 
whether they hold any real 
or intrinsic value. (Think 
Adam Smith’s compari¬ 
son of an expensive, rare 
diamond to the precious 
resource of clean water.) 
The exquisite display of 
handcuffs demonstrate 
that human life itself - 
when trafficked, impris¬ 
oned, or even enslaved - is

An imposing collection of large-format photographs greets 
you when entering “Kambui Olujimi: Zulu Time,” the art¬ 
ist’s first solo exhibition in Austin, currently on view in the 
Blanton Museum of Art’s Contemporary Project gallery. The 
Black That Birthed US / Ville Radieuse, habite-a-machine 
(The Radiant City, the living machine), Mash Up #2 wall¬ 
papers an entire gallery corner with black-and-white aerial 
images of St. Louis’ Pruitt-Igoe 
public housing project, both before 
and during its controlled demoli¬ 
tion in the early 1970s. These imag¬ 
es may look familiar to some: The 
dramatic leveling was televised at 
the time and later became iconic 
footage in the 1982 experimental 
him Koyaanisqatsi - a Hopi word 
meaning “life out of balance.” 

Vintage Polaroids harkening 
back to African-American family 
nostalgia curiously dot the cosmic backdrop, intersecting 
and overlapping with this inner-city imagery, contrasting the 
outward force of the big bang with the forceful implosion of 
these housing projects. One Polaroid shows two black chil¬ 
dren smiling shyly at the camera while seated on the lap of a 
scowling Santa - a St. Nick who perhaps preferred dreaming 
of a white Christmas. Hung higher on the adjacent wall is a 


more contemporary photograph of a youngster whose face 
we cannot see, only the back of his millennial hoodie cen¬ 
tered in a gilded, antique Victorian oval frame. Olujimi has 
spanned several American eras and generations with these 
images, in a historical visual inventory to measure what real 
progress has been made for the African-American commu¬ 
nity in the years since the demolition. 

Olujimi is the rare Brooklyn 
artist who was actually born in 
Bed-Stuy, not just currently based 
there. Inspired by the community 
leaders and neighborhood activ¬ 
ists of his early life, the 43-year-old 
artist works with a broad vari¬ 
ety of mediums, using a sharply 
focused sociological lens to convey 
the unapologetic directness of his 
work. Everyday objects become 
uncomfortable totems in Olujimi’s 
art, poking out from the fascia of social injustice surround¬ 
ing, separating, enclosing, and connecting our society. 

Fathom is a floor sculpture made of illuminated chande¬ 
liers piled messily onto a makeshift raft, sitting quietly in 
the gallery space like a boat stuck on a sandbar. The fancy 


better serve those in economic power. The prison-indus¬ 
trial complex, privatization of prisons, sex trafficking, 
sweatshop work - not to mention those just trying to get 
by on minimum wage - all cuffed and commodified by the 
capitalist system. 

Which circles back to the name of this exhibit: Zulu 
Time is synonymous to Greenwich Mean Time (GMT), the 
zero-degree longitudinal line running through Greenwich, 
England, constructed by the British Royal Navy in the late 
1800s. Even our notion of time, the most valuable commod¬ 
ity any human being can possess given its finite quality, is 
framed and controlled by an empire on which the sun never 
sets. “Zulu Time” is the perfect double entendre for a show 
exploring themes of power, domination, and exploitation 
within societal hierarchies. In military terminology, Zulu 
Time has nothing to do with the Bantu ethnic group of sub- 
Saharan Africa; it is simply the NATO phonetic word used 
for the letter “Z” when referencing this British time zone. 
One more example of the dominant powers overlooking 
and overtaking: a poetic irony that Olujimi has perfectly 
spelled out in this compelling show. ■

Witness to Wrong 

Zach Theatre’s provocative docudrama Notes From the 
Field calls out America’s criminal justice system

In this era of fake news, serious theatre 
artists are making sure there is an ele¬ 
ment of authenticity in their storytelling. 
Documentary dramas, which merge 
journalistic principles with dramatic 
theatricality, are sharing the stage 
with more escapist fare. And verba¬ 
tim plays, culled from interviews and 
archival material, serve to recognize 
dysfunctional forces at work, inform 
the conversation about them, 
and help change the system 
that created them. 

Leading the charge in this 
arena is playwright/actor Anna 
Deavere Smith. Her critically 
acclaimed reality-based plays 
have addressed the national 
debate on health care (Let Me 
Down Easy), examined the Crown 
Heights riots ( Fires in the Mirror), and exposed 
the tensions surrounding the L.A. riots 
{Twilight: Los Angeles 1992). Her Notes From 
the Field - which is receiving its regional pre¬ 
miere at Zach Theatre under Artistic Director 
Dave Steakley’s velvet-gloved direction - calls 
out America’s criminal justice system and the 
centuries of injustice it’s built upon. 

The play, which The New York Times named 
among the Best Theater of 2016 when it 
appeared off-Broadway, was inspired by dev¬ 
astating U.S. government reports that tell of 
how poor African-American, Native American, 


and Latinx children have been suspended 
and expelled from school more frequently 
than their middle-class white counterparts. 

In short, they have been systematically 
criminalized and disenfranchised. 

For Notes From the Field, Smith 
interviewed more than 250 people 
touched by this injustice to generate 
a condensed collection of open-wound 
monologues that tell their stories. 

Among the 16 portrayed 
storytellers is Sherrilyn Ifill, 
president and director-counsel 
of the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund, who 
provides a sobering overview of 
the “school-to-prison pipeline.” 
The Rev. Jamal-Harrison Bryant, 
who spoke at the 2015 funeral 
of a young man who died at 
the hands of Baltimore police officers, ser¬ 
monizes. We meet Niya Kenny, a student at 
Spring Valley High School in South Carolina, 
who was arrested for standing up for a class¬ 
mate who was viciously body slammed by the 
school’s white resource officer. 

Taken together, these voices bear witness 
to a great wrong and inspire us with their 
accounts of perseverance, resistance, and 
slow but steady progress. 

Although the play was conceived as a one- 
woman show for Smith, the performance on 
the intimate Kleberg Stage features four actors

who divide the workload: Michelle Alexander, 
Carla Nickerson, Kriston Woodreaux, and Zell 
Miller III. 

What is lost in this adaptation is the 
opportunity to witness a master class in solo 
performance. But what is gained is a greater 
sense of continuity among the monologues, 
since there are no longer breaks in the action 
for Smith’s costume changes. The transitions 
are so seamless that they create the illusion 
of dialogue among the monologists, where 
individuals who in life never had occasion to 
speak to one another are at least in the same 
room. And there is immense power in that. 

The power is amplified by absolutely bril¬ 
liant performances by every member of 
this cast. Their emotional investment and 
attention to detail molds real people from 
transcripted material, regardless of whether 
the actors’ demographics match those of the 
people they are portraying. They sit on chairs, 
use no props, and tell their stories. 


Stephanie Busing’s scenic design makes 
sure that their performances are given our 
undivided attention. The stage floor and back 
wall are painted black, and within our periph¬ 
eral vision are suspended screens on which 
grainy mobile phone images of hate crimes 
and still photos from news sources are pro¬ 
jected to complement the narrative. Ambient 
sound, such as police sirens and church chat¬ 
ter, are provided by designer Craig Brock, and 
theatrical lighting design by Rachel Atkinson, 
which includes strips of light that run the 
length of the stage floor and up the back 
wall, add to the show’s drama. 

This production includes a break-out ses¬ 
sion placed in the middle of Act II that asks 
the audience to discuss the play’s talking 
points in the hope of establishing a greater 
sense of community. This is well-intended, 
but the work speaks for itself and should 
be allowed to without interruption. After all, 
that’s what documentary dramas do.

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This past Sunday, in an empty East Austin 
lot at the edge of the of the urban sprawl, 
Austin art organizations Partial Shade and 
Co-Lab Projects debuted “A Platform,” a new 
collaborative series making use of that lot 
and a custom-built platform created therein. 

Essentially a half-acre of open field, the 
space is emblematic of both projects’ con¬ 
tinued use of nontraditional environments in 
exhibiting art. It is also the freshly purchased 
future site of Co-Lab’s planned studio com¬ 
plex and venue: the resulting investment of 
seven years of stowed away art sales funds. 

Co-Lab, the long-running nonprofit, finds 
an ideal partner in curatorial project Partial 
Shade at this latest show, titled (with a wink) 
“Soft Opening.” Developed by artists Rachael 
Starbuck, Michael Muelhaupt, 
and Jesse Cline, nomadic-by- 
choice Partial Shade seeks 
unconventional space to 
show work that is responsive 
to and considerate of its envi¬ 
ronmental context. Its last 
show, “alligator,” exhibited in Huntsville’s Club 
Lake and featured floating works of art. 

“Soft Opening” took this same approach, 
curating four works by four artists of various 
backgrounds united by a sense of place: a 
closet in a Brooklyn apartment, an imposing 
platform, a field in rural Vermont, an Austin 
fitness studio, and, of course, the meta-loca- 
tion of the East Austin lot. 

The art appeared in phases so that if you 
arrived around 6:30pm, it might have looked 
as if the field were just a field, with a group 
partying together, red Solo cups in hand. 

Immediately, attendees stumbled upon a 
television - tipped flat on the ground of the 
field - playing a thermal heat video by artist 
Peter Clough. An attendant pamphlet, handed 
out with the red Solo cups at the welcoming 
table, tells guests that the film was created in 
Clough’s closet in Brooklyn, a locale relevant 
because it is the exact size of the fetishistic 
dog cage that holds Clough. The closet inten¬ 
sifies the sounds of him moving, groaning, 


urinating, and drinking that urine, and the 
oranges and purples of the thermal projection 
create an abstract moving image of a body 
that is comforted (though not comfortable, 
he writes) by the space it inhabits. 

To the right is the eponymous platform 
that will remain throughout the collabora¬ 
tive series of shows. Created with a literal 
access ramp, the central figure is intended 
to figuratively grant the viewer more access 
to the performance and to blur the boundar¬ 
ies that exist between viewer and performer. 

At this show, the platform was a stage for 
artist Virginia Lee Montgomery, who had 
created a large, simple machine that used 
the weight of a small rock struck against a 
larger rock to shimmy a faux, detached pony¬ 
tail. Montgomery continued 
her Sisyphean task (futile 
because the small rock con¬ 
tinued to fall from the string | 
it was strung around) as the 
sun set, at which point a third 
work of art became apparent 
upon a screen set up opposite the platform. 

That work, by Adrien Sun Hall, projected video 
of manipulated nylon fluttering in the wind, a 
piece mimicking natural leaves that was both 
created in a field and displayed in a field. 

And at the end of this journey, once dark¬ 
ness had settled and a larger crowd had final¬ 
ly appeared, queer performance artist and 
personal trainer Erica Nix performed what felt 
like a finale of space. Around the primordial 
stage of a fire pit, Nix incorporated spooky 
stories of shame in an interactive perfor¬ 
mance (popcorn was thrown) that culminated 
in her humping pillows to a crowd of cheering 
spectators. Taking the mock coitus from the 
privacy of a childhood bedroom to a public 
performance by way of the fitness studio 
where the work was conceived was intended 
to deliver her from shame and (again) use the 
environment as a means to mediate art. 

Later, the show ended, the people cleared 
out, and the exhibition space was an empty 
lot once more. - Taylor Prewitt

been a beautiful, humid, queer, and colder-than- 
usual whirlwind. (Truth be told, I’m making a 
list of all the things I can’t wait to do when 
SX is over: cut my hair, go to Target, sleep.) 

Life has been put on hold for many of us, but 
in this upside-down world of SX, there’s been 
a lot of time to think about the past, present, 
and future of queerness. Last Sunday, March 10,1 sat on a panel focused on the closing of lesbian 
bars across the U.S. and how the future of queer spaces will manifest. Of the many topics we 
discussed was the existence of QueerBomb, Pride, and Austin Black Pride, and how they don’t 
detract from one another. Instead, they make space to truly be visible and celebrate who you are at 
the many intersections of identity. For so long, queerness has often been portrayed as white gays 
and lesbians, yet we know how much broader and more interesting the scope of LGBTQ really is. 
Today, in light of everything I’ve covered - including editing Beth Sullivan’s queer SX recaps - I’m 
certain the future of LGBTQ spaces will be less binary. I think the younger generation of queers - 
which I’m rapidly aging out of and I’m mostly OK with - will continue to push the boundaries of this 
umbrella, especially as more and more corporations flirt with the idea of being LGBTQ-accepting. To 
see new blood at The Advocate and Out magazine shows a changing tide, to see Broad City further 
embrace its queer vibez this final season without a label portrays a future where queerness doesn’t 
have to be so rigid. While I don’t foresee - nor want - the “lesbian,” “gay,” “bi” boxes being erased, 
the future - for those of us afraid or unable to be boxed in - looks freeing. So party on, lovelies.

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Ars longa, vita brevis , as Hippocrates’ apho¬ 
rism noted back in ancient Greek days. Art 
is long and life is short - and that’s no less 
true in current times, except that the places 
in which art may be properly displayed, well, 
those are beginning to seem as fleeting as 
the life of a mayfly. Which, we’ll mention for 
those unencumbered by knowledge of the 
insect world, can be as little as five minutes. 

And that’s what’s been bugging Austin 
lately: so many established creative venues 
shuttering because of, oh, the property’s 
been purchased by developers who are gonna 
turn it into condos, or 
the rent’s increased by a 
Midas magnitude or two 
and who can tolerate that 
for long? March is, for 
instance, the last month 
for what’s long been known as Flatbed World 
Headquarters: The once-anchoring Flatbed 
itself is already 86’d and moving to a new 
location, and former tenant Gallery Shoal 
Creek has, after decades, given up the brick- 
and-mortar body and rapturing its ghost into 
the machinery of the internet. 02 Gallery and 
the Austin Book Arts Center and the others, 
they’re all kaput as far as existence in that 
big beautiful building on East MLK goes. 

And Recspec Gallery is going, too, of 
course. But Recspec Gallery is also com¬ 
memorating this inevitable death before its 
next incarnation. Recspec is staging a final 
show, “Exquisite Corpse,” by inviting many of 
the artists who have shown within its intimate 
walls to turn those very walls into art, covering 
the floor-to-ceiling verticals with their powerful 


flourishes of pigment and pattern, making a 
myriad marks destined to be destroyed. 

What remains of Recspec - until its closing 
reception on March 30 - is now one long and 
glorious room to walk into, tell you what, with 
originals by Thor Harris, Annalise Gratovich, 
Bayo, Tim Kerr, Vy Ngo, Gigi Grinstad, Christa 
Blackwood, Eric Redpath, Annie Alonzi, and 
others: big, gorgeous, eye-popping creations 
comprising the most exquisite corpse since, 
uh, since Liberace’s funeral, we’re guessing. 

And - bonus - like most corpses, this final 
show at Recspec will change over its days of 
viewing. Curator Laurel 
Barickman has invited the 
artists “to continue evolv¬ 
ing these works through¬ 
out the month,” so it’ll 
be some increment of 
different each time you visit. And maybe it’ll 
be different because of you, citizen. 

Note: We’re not being cute here; we don’t 
mean the exhibit would be different just 
because of your presence. We mean that long¬ 
time Recspec regular (and frequent co-curator) 
Holly Bobisuthi, the woman responsible for 
some of the most striking jewelry we’ve ever 
encountered, has enlarged her ornamental 
metalworking to a sculptural scale for this 
show. And the displayed Bobisuthi sculpture of 
bare metal is accompanied by a bottle of salt 
water ... which visitors are invited to spray onto 
the metal, thus, via time and oxidation, caus¬ 
ing that artwork’s surface to rust and degrade 
as the last days of this gallery draw nigh. 

Would that all our ends were so lovely.

Twilight Epiphany Skyspace on the campus of Rice University 

in Houston raises more questions than it gives answers. The soft 
lights of the immersive art piece by James Turrell lull you into an 
inner peace that sets the mind wandering. 

Built behind the Music Building in 2012, the mound with a flat 
roof looks like a rectangular spaceship with a window in the roof 
that landed on spindly legs on a grassy hill. Beginning 10 minutes 
before sunset, or 40 minutes before sunrise, the underside of the 
Skyspace roof gradually cycles through a rainbow of colors as the 
sky transitions between day and night. 

Is the roof the artist’s idea of a frame for the splendor of a 
sunset or sunrise? Do we need a border to focus our attention 
on the flowing colors of the sky? 

There are two viewing areas in the Skyspace, each with its own 
experience. From the upper seating area, the city’s skyline fills the 
space between the ground and the roof. Sitting in the cavernous 
lower level of the Skyspace, you’re looking up at the twilight sky 
as the ceiling with a large hole shifts from rose to blue. Is this 
what flying on a spaceship is like? 

Twilight Epiphany Skyspace is near Rice Boulevard on the Rice 
University campus in Houston. Admission is free, but parking 
costs around $10. The twice-daily shows last 40 minutes. The 
structure is closed on Tuesdays. Reservations are not required, 
but can be made on the website. For more information, go to 
skyspace.rice.edu/cms/visit-skyspace.

With less than 90 days until the kickoff of the 2019

against U.S. Soccer - filed on International Women’s 
Day - demanding pay, working conditions, promotion, 
and support equal to what the men’s team and its 
players receive. “At the heart of this whole issue, we 
believe that it’s the right thing,” said longtime WNT 
star Megan Rapinoe. “We believe that there has been 
discrimination against us. And ... we still feel that we 
don’t have what we’re trying to achieve, which is equal¬ 
ity in the workplace.” The suit also quotes U.S. Soccer 
President Carlos Cordeiro, who said while campaign¬ 
ing for the seat last year: “Our women’s teams should 
be respected and valued as much as our men’s teams, 
but our female players have not been treated equally.”

And nothing makes you 
feel more superior to your fellow basics 
than enjoying a big glass of beer in the 
morning while everyone updates their 
Tumblr site. With ambient Shel-Silverstein- 
meets-Bally-Midway’s-Rampage art by 
Briks, Spokesman can definitely be your 
Convention Center surrogate while you con¬ 
template moving to this rapidly develop¬ 
ing neighborhood that will fetch $902 per 
square foot by the time you return for a 
nightcap. Bonus feature: Spokesman posi¬ 
tioned itself mere steps from Austin beer 
hot shots and Carl Kolsch composers, St. 
Elmo Brewing. Dig it.

We Choose to Go to the Moon 

Extraordinary footage brings the story of Apollo ll to thrilling life

It will be 50 years ago this summer 
that Americans first walked on the moon. 
Although the event has been a subject dear 
to filmmakers since Georges Melies made 
“A Trip to the Moon” in 1902, it’s safe to 
say that audiences haven’t seen a film like 
Apollo 11 until now. This feature-length 
documentary takes us inside the event 
with footage that’s never before been 
seen or heard. It’s a celebratory 
movie designed to rekindle awe and 
admiration for the accomplishments 
of the NASA astronauts and 
ground scientists, as well as a 
reminder of the endless realms of 
possibility that can be achievable 
when a country and its politicians 
work in unison toward a shared 
goal. 

Director Todd Douglas Miller ( Dinosaur 
13) assembled Apollo 11 from a trove 
of newly discovered 65mm footage and 
11,000 hours of uncatalogued audio 
recordings. Painstakingly, the audio was 
matched up with the soundless footage of 
the scientists monitoring their computer 
stations in the Mission Control Center. This 
adds to the sense of the accomplishment 


being the result of a community’s efforts 
rather than the just the heroic actions of 
three brave astronauts: Neil Armstrong, 
Buzz Aldrin, and Michael Collins. NASA cin¬ 
ematographers filmed everything, not only 
the Mission Control scientists (all men, 
most of whom wear short-sleeved, white, 
button-down shirts and ties appropri¬ 
ate for Houston in mid-July), but also 
the mechanical workers prepping 
things on the launchpad platforms 
and catwalks. Also filmed were the 
crowds that assembled on the 
nearby beaches and parking lots, 
providing not only a sense of 
late-Sixties style and fashion but 
also the feeling of a populace 
unified in fear and pride around 
this one event (even though once in a while 
on a radio or TV we hear progress reports 
from the Vietnam battlefield and news of 
Ted Kennedy’s contemporaneous crash 
at Chappaquiddick). Apollo 11 is free of 


extraneous narration, which helps lend it 
a present-tense feel. We hear snatches of 
John F. Kennedy’s 1961 inaugural speech, 
which issued the challenge to land on the 
moon before the end of the decade, as well 
as avuncular Walter Cronkite setting up the 
mission’s objectives. The electronic music 
by Matt Morton can be overwhelming at 
times in its attempt to heighten tension. 
Also, the restored communications between 
land and sky, despite their historic value, 
can often resemble the scratchy sound of 
sitting too long at a drive-through squawk- 
box. No mention is made in the film of the 
U.S./Russian space race that drove the 
less lofty goals of the mission. Instead, 
Apollo 11 leaves us to ponder those words 
left behind on the moon with the American 
flag: “We came in peace for all mankind.” 
Come to think of it, that’s not such a bad 
reminder as we face the imminent possibility 
of a military-based Space Force.

Drug trafficking has long been a staple of 
our popular storytelling. The subject is condu¬ 
cive to images of flashy lifestyles, abundant 
danger, illicit money, and morality lessons 
about avarice, overconsumption, and corrup¬ 
tion. But for all our Tony Montanas and Pablo 
Escobars, both imagined and real, I guaran¬ 
tee you have never seen a drug-trafficking 
movie like Birds of Passage. 

Set in northern Colombia during the 
1960s-1980s, Birds of Passage takes place 
among the country’s indigenous Wayuu people. 
Its directors, Ciro Guerra and Cristina Gallego, 
were responsible for the Oscar-nominated 
Embrace of the Serpent, which ingeniously 
intertwined the present and the past in a 
structurally ambitious narrative set in the 
Colombian Amazon. Both Embrace of the 
Serpent and Birds of Passage are concerned 
with the effects that modern civilization has 
on indigenous cultures, and both films show 
these consequences in poetic and dreamlike 
fashions. Birds is not quite as magisterial as 
Embrace, but still brings into focus a little-seen 
perspective. In many ways, this new film can 
also be viewed for its ethnographic value, par¬ 
ticularly in North America where the ways of 
the Wayuu will be revelatory to most viewers. 

The film’s ethnographic pull is most promi¬ 
nent in the beginning. Birds opens as Ursula 
(Carmina Martinez) guides her daughter 
Zaida (Reyes) through a ceremonial initiation 
into womanhood. Rapayet (Acosta) wants her 
for his bride, but Ursula demands from him a 
large dowry. In order to obtain the money for 
the required calves and necklaces, Rapayet 
and his pal Moises (Narvaez) trade some 
coffee for marijuana to sell to the American 
hippies from the Peace Corps who are also 
in the territory. Their one-time deal turns 
into a permanent arrangement, and soon 
Rapayet and Moises become well-connected 
with the U.S. traffickers and are shipping

Birds 
of Passage is made up of chapters called 
songs, and sounds of nature are heavily 
incorporated into the audio tracks. Birds of 
various types provide omens and the cica¬ 
das hint at the cycles of life, while dreams 
provide portents of things to come. Those 
hippies from the Peace Corps had no idea 
the amount of upheaval they would set into 
motion when they innocently asked around 
for a bit of homegrown weed.

O MADE IN ABYSS: 
JOURNEY’S DAWN

A clockwork boy and an unusual girl - it 
seems like the perfect fodder for a fantasy 
anime, and that’s exactly what Made in Abyss: 
Journey's Dawn is. Riko (Lauda) is an orphan 
in a far future, where technology is mostly 
dead, and many people make something like 
a living scavenging for ancient artifacts from 
the Abyss, a giant, seemingly bottomless pit. 
Riko plans to become one of those scaven¬ 
gers - a cave raider, like her missing mother. 
Her plans are seemingly accelerated by the 
discovery of the ultimate lost treasure: Reg 
(Christian), a robot boy of incredible powers 


but has no memory of who he is. The Abyss 
holds everything for both - Riko’s mother, 
Reg’s identity - and inevitably they head into 
the deep layers. 

Journey's Dawn is not really a new film, but 
a recap movie, cut down from the first half of 
the first season of Masayuki Kojima’s anime 
adaptation of Akihito Tsukushi’s manga 
(a second film, Made in Abyss: Wandering 
Twilight, is due soon). One of the criticisms 
of the original series was that the pacing 
was a little saggy, and that’s not something 
that anyone can accuse Journey's Dawn of 
being. Instead, it’s a health-for-leather sprint 
through the first layers of the Abyss, adding 
and losing characters at a remarkable pace. 
(If there’s one major problem in the recap, 
it’s that some of the supporting cast turn up 
for a scene or two, adding little more than a 
quick thrill of recognition for fans). 

There’s no slacking, but there are plenty 
of surprisingly gruesome monsters, and a 
lot of bathroom gags (anime, and Japanese 
pop culture generally, is far less squeamish 
than American audiences are generally used 
to seeing). That makes Journey's Dawn, in 
this theatrical form, pretty dense going, but 
Kojima takes time to explain the world of the 
Abyss, from the nuances of the city above to 
the Curse of the Abyss (a form of the bends 
with added, nightmarish symptoms). 

Yet it’s a grand adventure, with the kind 
of high-stakes drama that fantastic anime 
can handle. The animation is a delightful mix 
of epic and kawaii, and if it wasn’t for Riko’s 
constant chirpiness, Journey's Dawn would 
be overbearingly bleak. Yet amid the tragedy, 
there’s an inherent sense of hope, enough 
that will convince even the surliest of souls 
to come back for part two.

When the second installment of the popu¬ 
lar mysteries written under the pseudonym 
Carolyn Keene was published in 1930, 
the cover of Nancy Drew and the Hidden 
Staircase featured a girlish silhouette holding 
a magnifying glass, Sherlock Holmes-style. 


Subsequent editions of the book depicted 
the teenage sleuth in the accepted female 
attire of the day, but with a trusty flashlight 
in hand. In this updated movie version of 
Keene’s mystery novel circa 2019, the ama¬ 
teur detective is still holding that same flash¬ 
light, but now she’s a skateboarder clothed 
in a sleeveless undershirt, unbuttoned 
flannel shirt, jeans ripped at the knees, and 
work boots. Yesterday’s good-girl gumshoe 
has also morphed into a juvenile delinquent 
who dispenses vigilante justice (no spilled 
blood) to deserving wrongdoers, resulting 
in frequent groundings by her adult guard¬ 
ians and numerous scuffles with local law 
enforcement. Back then, the amateur snoop 
would be patronizingly labeled as a tomboy, 
or something even worse. But in today’s 
(hopefully) less sexist and more enlightened 
age, she’s just another young woman explor¬ 
ing her identity without reference to any past 
tropes of femininity. This new Nancy Drew 
has come a long way, baby. 

Screenwriters Nina Fiore and John Herrera 
have modernized Keene’s decades-old story¬ 
line without completely chucking the quaint 
qualities of the original. An eccentric octo¬ 
genarian (Lavin) enlists an eager Nancy (the 
bright-eyed It girl Lillis) to investigate paranor¬ 
mal activity occurring in her possibly haunted 
home, where an infamous murder/suicide 
occurred over a century ago. When Nancy’s 
widower father ( True Blood’s Trammell) myste¬ 
riously disappears on a business trip, the pre¬ 
ternatural happenings at Twin Elms become 
more than everyday hocus pocus, part of a 
bigger conspiracy bubbling under the surface 
of the small town of River Heights. Count on 
our plucky high school heroine (with the valu¬ 
able assistance of three friends, including 
Shailene Woodley look-alike Graham) to deci¬ 
pher the clues and handily solve the mystery 
of the hidden staircase like a younger version 
of Jessica Fletcher, except no one gets mur¬ 
dered here. Who knew the nutmeg on your 
spice rack is a natural hallucinogenic? 

While most of the acting here is unexcep¬ 
tional and the direction/editing often reflects 
odd choices (what’s with the goofy reaction 
shots?), the movie’s intended demographic 
of adolescent and teenage girls will likely not 
care. Those audience members may be happy 
to simply bask in the onscreen glow of an 
empowered peer doing her own thing. If this 
take on the ageless Miss Drew clicks at the 
box office, rest assured future adaptations of 
her other adventures may materialize. Anyone 
up for solving The Secret of the Old Clock ?

Wharf Cat Records co-founder Doug Warner says Minor invited the label to put on its q 
first official showcase this year, scheduled for Friday at the Hotel Vegas Annex and head¬ 
lined by No Wave NYC post-punks the Bush Tetras. The Brooklyn imprint joins an array of 
newly officiated outlets, including Stockholm labels YearOOOl - proprietors of viral rapper 
Yung Lean - and PNKSLM Recordings.

B y their own accounts, the Beastie 
Boys never spent much time con¬ 
sidering their futures. Now that 
the relative future is here, they’re thinking 
about the past. The seminal rap trio’s new 
scrapbook/autobiography, October’s Beastie 
Boys Book, released six years after the death 
of Adam “MCA” Yauch and subsequent dis¬ 
banding, dives deep into their history. 

The 571-pager, largely penned by Adam 
“Ad-Rock” Horovitz and Michael “Mike 
D” Diamond, flips through a ludicrously 
entertaining procession of stories, comics, 
mix-tape scans, recipes, and photos that 
amount to a Beastie Boys bible ... er, Torah. 
Highlights include profound perspective 
from original drummer Kate Schellenbach, 
an uproarious story in which Ad-Rock flips 
out on hash cookies minutes before a Dublin 
festival performance, continual extolling of 
Yauch’s fascinating spirit, and remorse for 
the misogynistic gimmickry that preceded 
them being outspoken feminists. 

The book’s deep. This interview isn’t. 
Happily, Ad-Rock and Mike D fielded our 
burning questions with the repartee that 
you expect from rap’s greatest goofballs. 

Austin Chronicle: All your albums have 
memorable titles - Check Your Head, Ill 
Communication, Hello Nasty - and yet this 
is simply called Beastie Boys Book. Why? 
Ad-Rock: Because we thought about some¬ 
one going to the bookstore and trying to 
remember some clever title that was like 
18 words long and we figured, “Aye, you got 
that Beastie Boys book?” 

Mike D: We could have called it The Inner 
Journey of Plants, but yeah, you would’ve 
just asked for the Beastie Boys book. 

AC: Adam, in the book you come off as 
the Beasties’ foremost stoner. South by 
Southwest boasts over 40 cannabis panels 
this year. Is that something that excites you, 
or does the mainstreamification of weed 
bum you out? 

ADR: Does that mean there’s going to be free 
pot? Because that might sway my answer. 
AC: Probably not officially. Marijuana’s 
still illegal in Texas. 

ADR: When aspirin became widely avail¬ 
able, were some people like, “Ah man, that’s 
my shit! Now everybody’s gonna know 
about aspirin!” I don’t know, it’s a plant. It’s 
the healing of the nation, come on. 

MD: I think it’s gonna be the same as other 
plants. If you buy lettuce at CVS, you’re 
getting stuff grown with hybridized seeds 
and dah-dah-dah, but if you want to get that 
kind lettuce, you go to the farmers’ market. 
I think that’ll be the future of weed: Some 
people will go to the farmers’ market and 
know the person who grew it, and other 
people will go to CVS and buy pre-roiled 
joints. People value different things. 

AC: You guys are extremely candid in your 
writings. Since the book came out, have you 
gotten any awkward texts from people who 
didn’t like how they were characterized? 
MD: No one’s come gunning for us yet. 
Why? Who did we dis that bad? 

AC: You didn’t exactly name the A&R guy 
who worked Check Your Head, but the 
description of him was brutal. I’m actually 


thinking of Rick Rubin, who comes off sort 
of dictatorial. 

MD: I certainly wondered what Rick Rubin 
would think because we went in a little 
hard, but you know, we were honest. And 
he seemed cool with it. He came to a [book] 
performance we did in the Los Angeles area. 
AC: Your stories lend a deeper appreciation 
for how brilliant, ambitious, and unpredict¬ 
able Adam Yauch was. He reminds me of the 
trickster deity from mythology - someone 
with a great degree of knowledge who uses it 
to disobey societal conventions for their own 


amusement. What would the book have been 
like if he were still around? 

ADR: It would have been twice as long. It 
would have had lots of pop-ups and futuris¬ 
tic technologies. 

MD: As all-encompassing as we tried to 
make the book, there would have been 
some way of integrating technology - like 
the part of the book that you get to and have 
to put on VR goggles. 

AC: You’re one of rap’s great trios. America’s 
current favorite rap trio is Migos. What do 
you think of them? 

ADR: You know, I like Migos in that they’re 
a newer rap group, because rap groups 
kinda faded away for a while. 

MD: I get confused. I talk with my kids about 
this all the time: On Migos’ records, it has the 


track and then it specifies “Offset,” but it’s 
like, “You’re in the band!” Like, “Offset has a 
solo record now, wait until then!” 

ADR: They also see the mainstreamness of 
rap and the monetary value of it in branding 
and all that stuff. Whereas back in our day, it 
was just the thing that you did. 

AC: If the Beasties were still active, would 
you have made a trap song by now or col¬ 
laborated with a trap artist? 

ADR: Mike is actively involved in trap 
music ... in his nephew’s house. Mike’s 
really into a lot of hi-hats. 


MD: I do harbor trap music at my house, 
that’s true. 

Where rap is at is always partially dic¬ 
tated by where the technology is. When 
we made License to III, we used physical 
tape loops. On Paul’s Boutique, we worked 
with the Dust Brothers using the very first 
iteration of a mono sampler, but with com¬ 
puter software so we could sample the left 
and right sides and have a stereo sample. 
Now, everyone can use various plug-ins and 
effects on their vocals, and there’s an ease 
to that. In the world of making music on a 
laptop, everyone is enabled. 

ADR: One of the things that’s interesting 
about rap music more than any other genre: 
It’s constantly changing. The thing that’s 
popular right now in rap music isn’t the

thing that was big in the Seventies. 

In rock, it’s like you have to listen to Led 
Zeppelin to make this music. That lineage 
is an ultra-important thing. That’s not how 
it is in rap. 

Whatever the new thing is, that’s the 
important thing. That’s what’s happening 
now. That’s cool. 

In six months, it’s gonna be different. Six 
months from then, it’s gonna be different 
again. 

AC: In 2006, the Beasties came to SXSW. 
You screened Awesome: I Fuckin’ Shot 
That!, you did an audience Q&A, and you 
performed at Stubb’s. What do you remem¬ 
ber about that? 

ADR: Oh shit. That was the Clear Channel/ 
Scientology interview! 

MD: Don’t look at me like I’m going to bail 
you out of that. 

ADR: Someone asked about Clear Channel 
owning all the venues and taking over 
ticketing and all this stuff, and how did 
we feel about that. I said, “Well, it’s fucked 
up because, you know, the Church of 
Scientology!” The room went quiet and 
Adam and Mike were looking at me like, 
“Why are you doing this?” I said, “You 
know, Clear Channel, get clear, you know - 
Scientology. My friend Chuck told me.” And 
then the moderator was like, “Okay, that’s 
all the time we have. Thanks Beastie Boys.” 
MD: Then we leave and it was that uncom¬ 
fortable thing in the room like, “Oh boy, 
these guys maybe smoked a little too much 
before the panel.” 

AC: Did any Scientology/Clear Channel 
operatives come knocking on your hotel 
room door that night? 

ADR: Well, I looked it up, and after doing 
some research, they are not linked. I was 
dead wrong. 

AC: What’s your earliest memory of the 
Beastie Boys coming to Austin? 

ADR: Good question. We’ve been there so 
many times, but I can’t remember any of 
the early shows. 

MD: I know in [2004] we were really excited 
because we played in the arena where Texas 
plays basketball. We got to use the practice 
court and the guy gave us Longhorn basket¬ 
ball paraphernalia. That’s a big deal when 
you’re on tour and that’s the thing you do 
for fun: play basketball. And they’re like, 
“Here, you can use this beautiful facility 
and here’s a basketball jersey.” 

ADR: Oh yeah! And Yauch wore his 
Longhorns basketball shorts for years. 

MD: That’s true. He did play basketball in 
those for years! 

AC: Which of the Beastie Boys is the best 
basketball player? 

MD: I’m going to give a complicated analy¬ 
sis on that. Adam Horowitz has the most 
qualified background, okay? He attended 
prestigious basketball camps, and he brings 
a certain amount of game IQ. Yauch and I 
weren’t coached. Yauch was the loose can¬ 
non with the unorthodox style in that he 
was gonna be on or off, but in clutch times, 
he could get those buckets. 

ADR: Basically, Yauch was terrible at bas¬ 
ketball, but he was the only one of the three 
of us that could actually make shots - and

he was a good shot consistently. Mike? 
Pretty bad, but he’s a locker room guy 
MD: Work ethic! 

ADR: Mike was the best rebounder in the 
band. He knew how to box out, he knew his 
spacing. I knew how to dribble and pass ... 
and miss shots. 

MD: What about my court vision, Adam; 
you didn’t talk about that at all? 

ADR: Terrible. Mike always does the thing 
were he passes it too close, too fast. 

AC: This hook is the first major release 
to come out in the Beastie Boys’ afterlife, 
where interest in the hand remains high. 
Do you look at yourself as executors of this 
estate, and is there a moral obligation to 
release archived material? 

MD: We look at it a little more personally. 
The book is part of it and so are these [book 
tour] shows that we’ve done. We just feel 
lucky. We’re just these friends from New 
York City that experienced all this stuff 
that inspired us to make what we made. 
Not only that, but we got to keep doing 
that for decades, and over those decades we 
actually got to change. That means making 
mistakes, and now we get to actually com¬ 
ment on all of that. We get to talk about 
what was exciting about all 
of that and also call our¬ 
selves out for being idiots 
numerous times. 

AC: That reminds me of 
what I thought would’ve 
been a good title for the 
book: It Seemed Rmny at 
the Time. 

MD: See! Where were you? 

Actually you’re right. 

ADR: We had the idea to do 
a companion book called 
Funny to Us, because there 
were so many things that 
we cut out of the book 
because they were only 
funny to us. 

MD: But you’re right in terms of Seemed 
Funny at the Time. That’s the story of what 
you do as a band. People always ask, “Well 
what’s your favorite record?” or “Why did 
you do this?” Really, the records we made 
and the things we did were always where we 
were at, at the time. 

ADR: It’s also like, you do dumb shit with 
your friends at different stages of life, but 
we happened to be a band, so the dumb shit 
we did happened to incorporate our band. 
Some of that shit ... yeah, it just seemed 
funny at the time. 

AC: Y’all are looked at in popular culture 
as three truly great friends and the book 
confirms that to the nth degree, where you’re 
hanging out all day and then calling each 
other at night. Do you guys have any secrets 
for having great, lasting friendships and not 
letting shit come between you? 

MD: Well, first off, we do teach that course. 
Our next seminar is going to be in Norway 
and - I think it’s a very reasonable fee - it’s 
€39,000. The seminar’s called “Hugs.” You can 
learn our secrets to long-lasting friendships. 

No, for real though, we talk about it all 
the time. It’s not like it was easy, but we’re 
not even sure what it was that gave us the 


ability to stay so connected. We knew each 
other literally since we were kids, and the 
fact that we got to stay friends through 
everything - money that you think you 
have and then you don’t have, success that 
you have and then don’t, everybody taking 
credit for different things and you don’t 
know who to believe - was incredible. At a 
certain point pretty early on, enough crazy 
stuff had already happened that we realized 
that all we do have, before this started and 
after it ends, is the three of us. 

AC: Why do you think that none of you guys, 
at the most opportune moment, said: “Time 
for my solo album.” 

ADR: We were trying to make Mike go solo, 
but he wouldn’t do it! 

MD: No, tell the truth, Adam. You guys 
were holding me back! I could be like Offset 
right now, but we had a clause in our con¬ 
tract: the “no-solo” clause. 

ADR: You actually don’t want to hear one of 
us for an hour on a record. 

MD: I think it’s hard enough to hear the 
three of us. 

ADR: Us three is one thing, but just one of 
us? It’s a little much. 

AC: So you’re saying “lack of exceptional 
talent” is the reason? 

MD: I could have had a lot 
of collabos. Every rapper 
wants to be on my record. 
ADR: But that’s glaring, 
Mike. All the reviews and 
the critics have been like, 
“Once again, Mike D out¬ 
shines his collaborators.” 
AC: Did you ever meet fel¬ 
low famous New Yorker 
Donald Trump? 

MD: I didn’t meet him, but 
I was in an elevator with 
him at a Knicks game. At 
Madison Square Garden, 
we have the good fortune 
of having played that build¬ 
ing a number of times, so we have [fakes 
proper English accent] VIP status, and I’ve 
had to take the special VIP elevator with 
Donald Trump. 

ADR: I haven’t ridden that elevator with 
Donald Trump, but I have ridden that elevator 
with Matthew Modine ... and Drake, actually. 
MD: Oh, I sat right behind Drake at a 
Knicks game when my kids were a lot 
smaller. I know it’s a free country, but Drake 
was drinking a lot of vodka-cranberries at 
the game and I had to explain that to the 
kids. They were like, “Dad, Drake’s order¬ 
ing a lot of drinks!” 

ADR: It’s official: Drake’s a bad role model. 
Drake the Drunk - that’s the headline. Hey, 
I’m not going to say that Clear Channel shit 
when I’m here this time. 

AC: You know Alex Jones is from Austin, so 
you better come up with some stronger con¬ 
spiracy shit than that. 

ADR: OK, I’ll work on it over the next 
couple days. ■

Austin Chronicle: 

Describe your musical 
background. 

Nils Frahm: My back¬ 
ground is not so much 
classical. I think of 
myself more as a jazz 
musician, but my voicings 
and harmonic develop¬ 
ments resemble a 
classical tone, because 
I leave out all the 
weird notes that jazz 
is famous for. 

AC: How did you get into 
electronic music? 

NF: My brother played 
me trance music for the 
first time when I was 
10. My father didn’t like 
it. He said I couldn’t lis¬ 
ten to it because my 
brother blew out his 
speakers. I liked it even 
more then, because it was forbidden. Then 
when I was 14, I started sneaking into parties. 
That music became a three-dimensional way 
of life. 

AC: What's the inspiration for your live setup? 


NF: When I was young, 

I saw the Portishead live 
concert DVD and they 
had an orchestra and 
organs and space 
echoes, and the drum¬ 
mer was playing jazz 
style. That was the most 
shocking thing for a 
14-year-old looking for 
something else and 
thinking it’s not there. 

It was there, and even 
better than I thought. 

AC: Why do you think 
there's such a crossover 
between electronic and 
classical music? 

NF: People who’ve 
listened to electronic 
music for some time 
are ready for more of 
an organic feel and 
emotionality, as opposed 
to just an acid-trippy thing like it was 20 years 
ago. I always loved the fusion of electronic 
music and jazz, or the spirit of dub, so I think 
there’s still a lot of possibilities for machine- 
made music to be emotionalized.
